Il am sure that was the case wii three 
of us, for as Carolyn Bowman, Emma Carr 
and myself (Freda Maxwell) were walking 
home that day, for seemingly an idea that 
had been germinating in our minds, sprang 
out like a mushroom as all three of us al- 
most at once sang out, “Why don’t we or- 
ganize a different kind of a club — one 
that will be more worthwhile, something 
that will really benefit us and others too?” 

We had heard that Tri Kappa had re- 
cently been organized in Delphi, so_ we 
said, “Why don’t we try for Psi Iota Xi?” 
There was ‘Tau’ Chapter in Lafayette, 
Emma knew one of the members there, so 
Carolyn and I insisted that she write to her

The girls of that chapter were very help- 
ful and encouraging, they with tae grand 
officers took full charge. 

We at once formed a small group and 
called ourselves “Chi Thetas.” Emma ‘Carr, 
Carolyn Bowman, Gertrude Clark, Wiima 
Emerson, Jessie VanCamp, Edna Halstead, 
Faye Cochran, Harriet McCully, Beulah 
Kayser, and Freda Maxwell were the char- 
ter members to be - with Kathryn Bordnevr, 
Alice Kent and Cora Halstead the patron- 
esses. 

We had a great time that year working 
and planning, until finally the great day 
came May 7, 1921, when we became “Chi” 
Chapter of Psi Iota Xi. 

Our first pledges were Joy Brackney, 
Matilda Allen, Jean Coopman, Rella Mc- 


_ Allister, Catharine Shirk and Dorothy Car- 


son. 

We started our money making plan that 
first year by having a food stand at our 
street fair, following that throughout the 
winter we had benefit card parties, the 
first to be had in our town, to which hugé 
crowds came. 

Our chapter has been a powerful factor 
in the accomplishment of worthy work in 
the town as well as one of the leading 
social circles in the community.

We feel that we have made a gieat 


stride in the years gone by — we have done 
all kinds of charity work, we have given 
to needy families, have made it possible 
for the undernourished schooi chiidren to 
have hot lunches. We have given cheer 
baskets to many “shut ins” at Christmas 
time. 

We have always aided in the Red Cross, 
the Polio and T. B. Drives. 

We have sent food and clothing to a Bel- 
gium family of eight for severai years. We 
have sponsored the Girl Scouts for some 
time. 

Each year an award has been given to 
the local high school senior girl with the 
highest four year average in English. 

What have we been doing to make money 
for all these projects? 

We have had rummage sales, bake sales, 
have served dinners to various organiza- 
tions, had benefit dances, have sold chances 
on cedar chests, had a community sale, 
fish fry, sold pottery and other gadgets. 

We compiled a cook book which netted 
us a nice sum. 

We sponsored a minstrel show, it was 
a lot of fun and was a profitable euter- 
prise. 

Best of all we own two Corn poppers, 
and have made a large amount each sum- 
mer at band concerts, free shows, ball 
games, the Hallowe’en Carnival — at all 
other affairs the town sponsors. 

We were proudto be hostess to the Na- 
tional Convention in 1950 — when we en- 
tertained at the Union Building on the 
Purdue Campus in West Lafayette 

The following fall we had a luncheon for 
the Northern Province Meeting at the 
Lafayette Country Club — at which time 
Al Stewart and his famous Purdue Giee 
Club sang a group of songs, 


This year of 1953 has been the high light 
in our earning career. During the week of 
the Centennial celebration just past we 
cleared over five hundred dollars on our 
cookie and popcorn sales. We will also pop 
corn and bake cookies at the 4-H Fair in 
Reynolds in August. 

We own our beautiful Sorority House 
which we purchased from a church that no 
longer had meetings — for which we are 
justly proud. 

At the present time we have sixty-two 
active members including three charier 
members; Edna Halstead, Jessie VanCamp 
and Freda Maxwell. 

From our chapter Irene Maxwell has 
been province chairman -— Mary Kent Hal- 
stead was grand conductress. 

At this time our pride and joy is our 
lovely and talented Marie North, who has 
been province chairman — and now is a 
member of the Grand Council serving for 
the second year as Grand Treasurer. 

We know this year will be a successful 
and happy one with Eleanor Oilar as presi- 
dent, as she is very capable, clear sighted 
and will accomplish much. 

Besides all the charity work we have 
been called upon to do, we have always 
tried to have an interesting program at 
our meetings, for you know we stand for 
good music and literature, and for de- 
veloping ourselves, socially, morally and 
intellectually. —

THE COMMUNITY HOUSE 


The red brick structure which is now the 
Community House of Chi Chapter was 
originally a church, erected in 1891 by the 
Universalist Convention of Indiana, which 
had formed a congregation in Brookston 
in 1881. About twenty-five years later the 
church was closed, the members having 
gradually become affiliated with other de- 
nominations. It stood idle for four or five 
years. 

In 1923, through the generosity of Mrs. 
Ruth French, the building became the 
property of Chi Chapter. She donated to 
the girls $500, $100 of which was paid to 
the Universalist Convention. Certain stip- 
ulations were attached to the transaction. 
It was agreed that the sorority should 
make repairs, pay all assessments and tax- 
es, and not allow the building to dete- 
riorate; upon request permit the Univer- 
salist Convention to hold meetings there, 
and if at any time the sorority should dis- 
band the building should revert to the 
Universalist Convention. 

Many changes were made soon after vhat. 
Such furnishings as were not needed were 
sold and the proceeds used to improve the 
building. The floor was made level and a 
partition added to form a kitchen and 
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Community House of Chi Chapter 


storeroom; later, a hard wood floor was 
added. In more recent years a new roof 
became necessary, the ceiling was lower- 
ed, new lighting fixtures installed, and the 
walls were redecorated. Just last year a 
large oil burning heater was purchased tv 
replace the old coal stove. The kitchen is 
equipped with city water, a gas stove, 
dishes and utensils for the use of those in 
the building. 

Since Chi Chapter has increased in mem- 
bership all meetings are held in the Com- 
munity House. Other organizations use 
i, for parties, club meetings, ete. during 
the year, each group giving a donation to- 
ward the upkeep. The free movies are 
shown on the lawn at the rear of the puild- 
ing during the summer months. 

The members of Chi Chapter are proud 
of this building and are ever striving to 
improve it, to make it truly a “Community 
House”.

Ball State has two five weeks summer 
terms. The first ten children attended the 
first term which closed July 10 and the 
rest attended the second summer term 
from July 15 until August 14.

Indiana University’s Division of Social 
Service wishes to express its sincere appre- 
ciation to Psi Iota Xi Sorority for the two 
scholarships set up for the year 1953-1954 
for the training of psychiatric social work- 
ers. 

Both in hospitals and clinics the psychi- 
atric worker is a valuable member of a 
team which includes. the psychiatrist, 
psychologists and psychiatric nurse. More 
psychiatric services can mean the conser- 
vation of mental health. 

For too many years the care of patients 
in some State Hospitals has been largely 
custodial because of the lack of sufficient 
staff. This means that often patients have 
spent long years in hospitals because they 
did not have the benefit of early diagnosis 
and treatment which would have _ per- 
mitted them to return to their own homes. 

At the present time there is a grave 
shortage of psychiatric social workers and 
there are scores of positions open which 
cannot be filled because of a lack of quali- 
fied personnel. National Psi Iota Xi’s re- 
quest. that the recipients “return and 
serve” is wise in view of Indiana’s current 
needs.

Two new and extremely worthwhiie 
philanthropic projects were added to Psi 
Iota Xi activities for the coming year by 
action of your convention delegates in 
June at Bloomington. 

_ One continues in a field pioneered by Psi 
lota Xi in the State cf inaiana, speech and 
hearing therapy. The other is the result 
of new experience gained last year in the 
mental health program. 

_ The Speech and Hearing Kindergarten 
in Indianapolis, the project sponsored by 
the four Indianapolis chapters, will receive 
$2000.00 from National Psi Iota Xi for one 
year to help defray its $3000.00 budget. 
The kindergarten is for hard of hearing 
and deaf children from two and half to 
six years of age. The importance of pre- 
school training for the deaf child cannot 
be over estimated and it is hoped that 
through such demonstration projects as 
this school, more widespread help can be 
obtained for the little forgotten hard of 
hearing pre-school child in Indiana. Many 
families. with youngsters so handicapped 
have moved bag and baggage to other 
states where schools are provided for the 
pre-school deaf child. You will remember 
it was Psi Iota Xi sponsorship of the 
traveling clinic from Indiana University 
that helped to focus attention of the pub- 
lic on the need for speech and hearing 
therapy in our public schools. We helped 
to play a part in pioneering speech and 
hearing programs for our handicapped 
school child. Let us hope we can once 
again pioneer.
